Experts said that failure of the 
final stage to fire on cue would 
have meant that tile satellite, even 
though it was at orbital altitude 
of* 200 
or 
more 
m iles, 
would 
achieve a velocity of only about 
three miles a second as against 
the five m iles a second needed to 
m aintain an orbit — 10,800 miles 
an hour instead of 18,000. 
This in turn could mean that 
the satellite would tumble into the 
South Atlantic, or into Africa or 
the Indian Ocean beyond.

The present commission was ap­ 
pointed March ll, 1957, to study 
the problems of higher education 
relating both to the present and 
the future and to prepare recom­ 
mendations which would help meet 
these problems. 
The commission, however, re­ 
ported that it has discovered that 
no recommendation, idea, or pro­ 
posed set of law can meet the 
continuing problems facing post- 
high school education in the state. 
A formal organization is needed 
to solve the anticipated as well as 
the unanticipated problems in the 
years to come, the letter says. 
“The function of such an organ­ 
ization should be to collect data, 
to advise and to guide, not to 
dominate. For new two-year col­ 
leges, if established, technical in­ 
stitutes and similar developments, 
the role of a new commission 
should be defined by the Legis- 
ature,” the educators report. 
The letter lists seven possible 
duties for the proposed group 
They include: 
1. Collection of adequate and 
comparable statistical data of all 
kinds.

If the prin ciple of foreig n aid, or mutual 
security , is as soun d as Presiden t Eisen ­ 
hower say s it is, why is it in trouble in 
Con g ress? 
What is the reason for g oin g over the heads 
of represen tatives an d sen ators to build up 
support for this y ear’s foreig n aid requet of 
$.942,100,000 amon g citizen s outside the g ov­ 
ern men t? 
Even more puzzlin g than the tactics bein g 
used to roll over the critics of foreig n aid in 
1958 is the fact the critics are n ot really 
opposed to the prin ciple of usin g U.S. wealth 
to help foreig n coun tries help themselves in 
the 20th cen tury strug g le for n ation survival. 
What they are opposed to is the bad n ame 
that foreig n aid has been g iven by foolish 
spen din g an d question able allocation . 
This is what makes it a vibran t issue in 
Con g ress in 1958. 
Con g ressmen are an swerable first of all 
to the citizen s of the Un ited States whose 
wealth is bein g used in a vast project of 
fin an cial un derwritin g of the n on -Commun ist 
world. The citizen s thin k about the severity 
oi tax es levied on their earn in g s. 
The people who admin ister foreig n aid, like 
the people who admin ister g overn men t in 
g en eral, have other thin g s on their min ds. 
In stead of thin kin g about the severity of 
tax es, they con cen trate on the en ormity of the 
un dertakin g the tax es are g oin g to pay for. 
Their failure to make the broad picture of 
what they believe they have accomplished 
with foreig n aid visible to tax pay ers, who 


must thin k first of the n arrow picture of their 
own problems, has made trouble for foreig n 
aid in Con g ress. 
An ordin ary citizen whose poin t of view is 
made kn own to an ordin ary con g ressman can 
n ot beblamed if either he n or the con g ress­ 
man g et a rosy g low about an other four-bil- 
lion -dollar outlay on a prog ram that already 
has cost 60 billion s, with April 15 comin g up 
an d a busin ess recession in prog ress. 
While the people who look at the big pic­ 
ture won der, “Whither the world?” the people 
who must look 65 day s each y ear at their 
own little picture won der, “Whither Joe 
Doakes?” 
That is why the foreig n -aid prog ram is on 
the defen sive in Con g ress. 
There will be, in the en d, a con tin uation 
of the prog ram. It may or may n ot be in 
the proportion s asked for by the White House; 
it probably will be somethin g less than the 
full amoun t requested. 
But the prog ram will be con tin ued because, 
if it wen t out of ex isten ce, Con g ress, itself, 
would un dertake a piecemeal resumption of 
the prin ciptle of the prog ram. 
If the g reat majority of the American peo­ 
ple were completely certain that n o mon ey 
was bein g thrown away by happy -g o-lucky 
spen ders an d n o recipien ts were play in g 
their kin dly Un cle Sam for a patsy there 
would be n o more resistan ce to the idea of 
mutual security than there is to the comin g 
of sprin g . 


Hang 'Em On a Hickory

The more we hear about the charg es an d 
coun tercharg es, alleg ation s an d den ials in the 
Federal Commun ication s Commission hear­ 
in g s, the often er we thin k of mama’s reply 
to her darlin g daug hter who wan ted to g o 
swimmin g : 
‘Yes, my darlin g daug hter. Han g y our 
clothes on a hickory limb, but don ’t g o n ear 
the water.” 
How can the FCC g o swimmin g without 
g oin g n ear the water? 
Tht FCC an d every other in depen den t 
ag en cy in the g overn men t with authority to 
g ran t licen ses can n ot be better than it was 
in ten ded to be by Con g ress, which created 
all the in depen den t ag en cies. 
They were desig n d to be sittin g ducks for 
in fluen ce. Con g ressmen hoped, of course, 
that they would do the shootin g . 
But every body quickly realized that the 
members of these ag en cies, bein g alway * 
kn owledg eable an d usually political, w e r e 
susceptible to in fluen ce, preferably g ood in ­ 
fluen ce but possibly bad in fluen ce.

ties of sen ators — in con n ection 
with the FCC—reduces its whole 
in vestig ation to a few s i m p l e 
question s: 
Just how thoroug h an in vestig a­ 
tion does the subcommittee in ten d, 
or did it ever in ten d? Are mem­ 
bers of Con g ress a privileg ed 
class? Will it let its in vestig ation 
fade away n ow that it has put the 
ax to Mack? 
This 
subcommittee was

posed to in vestig ate the big g ov­ 
ern men t 
reg ulatory 
a g e n c ies 
which made decision s in volvin g 
million s of dollars. An d may be it 
will g o on with its in vestig ation .

y ears. The big importers have con ­ 
ten ded that despite their supplies 
of cheaper foreig n oil they are 
eag er to keep the American pro­ 
ducin g in dustry alive an d prosper­ 
ous. The in depen den ts have charg ­ 
ed a threaten ed mon opoly . 
Whatever the merits of this arg u­ 
men t, Tex as, the sy mbol of wealth 
an d state sufficien cy , is in trouble.

O f f e n sive is Da v id La wrence 
that “people g en erally ” are sup­ 
posed to be in favor of con fer­ 
en ces that seek to make peace. 
W’hat this really mean s is that in ­ 
side every Allied coun try are min ­ 
ority g roups which are ex ploitin g 
the issue an d are un wittin g ly play ­ 
in g the Commun ist g ame. The 
truth isn ’t bein g emphasized—that 
the Soviets are themselves block­ 
in g peace by their tactics. 
In the Western democracies it is 
sometimes 
thoug ht 
by 
various 
g roups to be more importan t to 
win an election than to support the 
g overn men t of on e’s own coun try . 
The people of the Un ited States 
are, for the most part, supportin g 
their g overn men t but the same 
can n ot be said of the faction s in 
•the British Socialist party whose 
utteran ces are g ivin g the Com­ 
mun ists con siderable ammun ition 
for their worldwide radio broad­ 
casts. 
In Fran ce the party division s 
are even more pron oun ced an d the 
Commun ists actually have a sub­ 
stan tial bloc of represen tatives in 
the Fren ch Parliamen t itself. The 
world may won der but it g ets n o 
satisfactory ex plan ation of why a 
g roup that is more devoted to the 
in terests of the Soviet Un ion than 
to the in terests of Fran ce is per­ 
mitted to muddy the leg islative 
waters there rig ht alon g . 


UNDER SUCH 
circumstan ces, 
the path of leadership of the West­ 
ern Allian ce is a rocky on e. The 
Un ited States n aturally has to con ­ 
sult its allies, an d every n ew de­ 
velopmen t has to be viewed in the 
lig ht of what the political effect 
will be in each coun try . 
Plain ly , if the Western Allies are 
han dicapped by their division s an d 
differen ces, it behooves the Un ited 
States to map out a strateg y that 
takes the ball away from the So­ 
viets. 
On e way is to set forth publicly 
a list of thin g s that are essen tial 
to the makin g of world peace. Too 
often in America relian ce is placed 
on a sin g le speech or statemen t 
even when , after a mon th or more 
has elapsed, the Soviets have turn ­ 
ed the discussion in to other chan ­ 
n els an d it becomes n ecessary to 
reiterate the « fun damen tals, n ot 
on ce but ag ain an d ag ain . Yet this 
is rarely don e by America. As it 
is, the Soviets are represen ted as 
wan tin g peace an d the Un ited 


States as opposin g it just because 
the “summit con feren ce” isn t be­ 
in g con ven ed rig ht away . Spokes­ 
men for the Un ited States an d the 
other Allied coun tries have made 
it clear that they all favor the 
“summit con feren ce” in prin ciple 
but that there must be shown be­ 
forehan d some 
eviden ce 
which 
promises ag reemen t on at least a 
few subjects. 
This is log ical but n ot n ecessar­ 
ily effective, because it con fin es 
the arg umen t to a sin g le issue — 
what can be accomplished by a 
“summit con feren ce.” with all the 
klieg lig hts turn ed on in some sort 
of spectacular show. 


. IT IS BESIDE the poin t to say 
America 
can 
play 
propag an da 
g ames, too, an d n eed n ot be afraid 
of en g ag in g in such a con test. For 
in the en d the world is asked to 
judg e between two kin ds of propa­ 
g an da coverin g a con fusin g hodg e­ 
podg e of subjects, n o on e of which 
could possibly be g iven the em* 
phasis it deserves. 
The Western Allies would be in a 
stron g er position if they deman ded 
that the Soviet g overn men t take up 
n ow — an d n ot at a “summit con ­ 
feren ce” — each importan t topic 
an d state a willin g n ess or un will­ 
in g n ess to make an ag reemen t. 
The machin ery for n eg otiation al­ 
ready ex ists. In every capital there 
is a Soviet ambassador an d in Mo 
cow there are British, Fren ch an d 
American ambassadors as well as 
represen tatives of the other Allied 
coun tries. 
On ly this week the Russian am­ 
bassador to the Un ited States was 
g iven a private audien ce with 
Presiden t Eisen hower an d Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles at the White 
House. What more favorable op­ 
portun ity could there be for reach­ 
in g the “summit” than this? 


THE WESTERN ALLIES should 
have a con sultation of their own 
an d ag ree with each other on a 
prog ram of n eg otiation — poin t by 
poin t — an d in sist on g ettin g re­ 
sults throug h diplomatic con fer, 
en ces 
in 
Washin g ton , 
Lon don * 
Paris an d Moscow. 
Refusal of the Soviets to ag ree 
to such procedure would mean , in 
effect, that they discredit the whole 
sy stem of 
diplomatic 
relation s 
which has so lon g been established 
in world affairs as an in stan tan e­ 
ous mean s of commun ication . 
After a reason able len g th of time 
has been g iven the Soviets to in di­ 
cate their attitude on each subject, 
the Western Allies could publish 
fully their own views an d leave it 
to world opin ion to decide who 
really is blockin g peace. 
The whole “summit con feren ce” 
idea is a diversion ary tactic by the 
Soviets — a mean s of delay in g the 
measures that must be taken to 
preven t a n uclear war an d a 
method of takin g the spotlig ht off 
the trag ic situation in side every 
coun try behin d the iron curtain .

WASHINGTON (*> - “Business 
is no good,” say s the operator 
of a big hotel on the Las Vegas 
gambling strip. ‘‘Last 
y e a r we 
were turning down 500 reserva­ 
tions every weekend. Now we’re 
only turning down 400.” 
Which helps prove that even 
with the troublesome recession 
the country is experiencing there 
are bright spots. And the en­ 
couragement isn’t only on the Las 
Vegas dice tables. 
It’s reflected in optimism in the 
long-depressed farm areas. 
You also see it in the hopes of 
builders with spring weather com­ 
ing and the freeze on building 
money credit thawing. 
The same search by Associated 
Press newsmen that turned up 
the gloomy economic facts of life 
in the jobless areas of Michigan, 
Pennsy lvania and California aiso 
brought glowing accounts of con­ 
ditions elsewhere. 
Flo rida’s Business B o o m in g 
In Florida, where migrant field 
hands idled by the crop freezes 
are being fed in soup kitchens, 
business is booming on the state’s 
west coast. There has been an 
influx of plant construction work­ 
ers and “snowbirds,” the winter 
vacationers from the North. 
A survey of 444 firms by the 
Chamber of Commerce at Buffalo, 
N.Y., showed 84 per cent expect 
business to eq ual or exceed last 
y ear. About a fourth expect to 
expand employ ment this y ear. 
There’s an almost unanimous 
view the country isn’t headed for 
a major depression. 
In Chicago, Robert C. Ty son, 
finance chairman of U.S. Steel 
Corp., 
said two factors 
alone

Much of the debt is also 
guaranteed or insured by the gov­ 
ernment.”

Other businessmen now are pay ­ 
ing tribute to the unemploy ment 
compensation part of the Social 


Security sy stem. An eight-billion 
dollar insurance pool is being 
tapped by the nearly five million 
jobless to make sure they don’t 
starve or go homeless. This keeps 
them in the mark et as buy ers, to’ 
some extent at least. 
Also, for those rightly worried 
about the present shortage of jobs, 
particularly in the nation’s factor­ 
ies, there is the encouraging word 
from many economists that we 
are really headed for a labor 
shortage in a few y ears—that 
there will be plenty of work—-and 
pay —for all. 
It’s odd. but two of the sectors 
that worried the economists most 
last y ear—farming and construc- 
ion — now are improving and 
carry ing much of the hopes fo 
pulling the country up again.

To Ease Worries 
Of Wars, Storms 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich. 
UP) _ 
Worry 
abou t 
wars 
and 
wind­ 
storms has prompted Earl Rei­ 
chert to bu ild a 20-by-40-foot steel 
and concrete shelter in his back 
yard to give himself and his fam 
ily of 17 “some peace of mind.' 
“You bu y life insu rance bu t no 
one benefits from it u ntil you are 
dead. This kind of insu rance keeps 
you alive,” he said. 
“War will come sooner or later, 
and we want to be protected 
against bonib-blast and radia­ 
tion.” 
Providing all the comforts of 
home, the shelter also will be a 
refu ge against tornadoes. 
Reichert, who owns a steel fab­ 
ricating and constru ction bu si­ 
ness, estimates the shelter will 
cost u p to $10,000. 
The roof will be a 21-inch-thick 


concrete 
slab, 
reinforced 
with 
steel embedded 16 - inch steel 
beams and three - qu arter-inch 
steel resting on I-beams and steel 
colu mns. Covering it will be fou r 
feet of earth. Wall sand floor will j 
also be made of reinforced con­ 
crete.

water for sanitary facilities. A 
manu ally operated generator, ra­ 
dio, lights, cots, first-aid equ ip­ 
ment and a Geiger cou nter will 
be kept in the shelter.
